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While  enjoying  concerts  has  always  been  a  part  of  Bethany  life,  it  is  unlikely  students  rushed  the  stage  in  1 895  like  they  did  during

FlashBack  '96 


In  1896  the  fost  modem  Olympic  Games  were 
being  held  in  Athens,  Greece,  and  in  Bethany,  West 
Virginia  members  of  Bethany  College's  junior  class  were 
preparing  the  institution's  first  annual.  While  the  accom- 
plishments of  the  latter  group  may  seem  insignificant 
compared  to  the  eventual  grandeur  of  the  Olympics,  their 
contribution  to  Bethany  College  should  not  be  dismissed. 
The  Meteor,  as  this  first  yearbook  was  known,  not  only 
recorded  the  histoiy  of  1896  Bethany,  but  also  inspired  a 
tradition  which  would  capture  the  hfe  of  the  college  for  the 
next  100  years. 

The  Bethany  College  yeaitook  has  changed  con- 
siderably over  the  past  centuiy.  For  example,  its  name 
changed  from  Meteor  to  Kodak  in  1905  and  to  Bethanian 
in  1909.  Organization  according  to  academic  class  gradu- 
ally evolved  to  social  and  housing  affiliations.  Men's 
athletics,  espeically  football,  received  special  attention 
from  the  fii'st  volume,  yet  no  special  coverage  of  women's 
teams  was  present  until  1973  with  the  undefeated  "Girl's 
Basketball"  team  and  full  coverage  did  not  appear  until 
1975.  The  number  of  pages  has  ranged  from  none  in 
1897,1899-1904,  1907-1909  and  1947  to  a  high  of  248 
from  1969-1970.  From  1939-1943  the  book  came  out  in 
monthly  installments  and  the  use  of  color  photographs  also 
came  and  went  as  did  emphasis  on  club  activities  and  tiie 
dedication  of  the  book  to  specific  individuals. 

These  changes  did  not  occur  at  random.  Each 
reflects  a  shift  in  the  life  and  values  of  the  college.  With  this 
in  mind,  the  1996  Bethanian  staff  realized  that  attempts  to 
produce  a  volume  which  simply  unitated  the  original  or 
included  aspects  of  all  previous  volumes  was  unwanted. 
But  to  allow  the  Golden  Anniversary  of  the  Bethany 
College  Annual  to  go  unrecognized  would  be  as  equally 
unforgivable. 
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To  pay  respect  to  the  past,  as  well  as  capture  life 
today,  we  have  focused  on  Bethany  as  a  community  and  its 
growth  during  the  past  four  yeai's.  We  retumed  to  organiz- 
ing the  book  according  to  academic  class  and  incorporated 
the  feats  of  scholars  and  athletes  alike  into  the  overall  life 
of  the  campus.  A  class  history  provides  the  unique  perspec- 
tives of  each  group,  as  well  as  the  faculty,  and  FlashBacb 
offer  glimpses  into  the  growth  of  the  1996  Bethany 
College  community. 

We  could  not  afford  248  pages  or  color  photo- 
graphs, but  hope  we  have  captured  your  life  as  it  has 
unfolded  during  your  years,  or  yeai;  at  Bethany  College. 
We  ask  of  you  the  same  as  the  1 896  Meteor  staff  asked  of 
their  readers,  "judge  us  not  with  'the  critic's  eye'  but  accept 
our  work  at  its  best,  remembering  that  whatever  value  our 
efforts  may  have,  they  are  all  given  for  the  love  of  old 
Bethany  and  her  honor."  We  dedicate  this  volume  to  the 
W6  Meteor  sM.
